will it take carr of itself, 
A n individual m ay forget it. but the 
’ national econom y can't.

NA hat ran anyone do about a debt ? 
I he answer is simpler 
I for a person than for a governm ent. 
A n individual c an pay off 
the debt, continue to carry it, or wipe it out by going through 
bankruptcy, 


I he governm ent can try to do any of these. 
But it faces 
com plications in all of them. 
W h e n a m an pays a debt, for 
example, someone else then bas the m oney; he doesn t have to 
w orry about it any more. 
It s nowhere near that easy with a 
public debt. 
( onsider the m atter of m erely supporting the national debt. 
I hat s about all we have done w ith it in the four yeats since the 
w ar ended. 
I he trifling repaym ents, am ounting to 5 pei cent or 
so. mean very little. 
M ostly these have m erely transferred the 
visible debt to the invisible debt. 
Supporting the debt bas grow n progressively harder and 
more com plicated. 
I he carrying charges alone am ount to $ > 
billions a year, which is more than the entire national g overn­ 
ment cost before the N ew Deal.

I he debt hangs like a roc k over our heads, threatening tin 
nation with disaster if anything goes wrong. Collapse of national 
credit would wreck the country. 
Banks, insurance firms, m any I 
funds belonging to units of governm ent, a good deal of business 
cap ital— all these arr involved as holders of portions of govern 
merit bonds, along with m illions of individuals who have all oi 
part of their savings so invested. 
W e cannot hope to Ire entirely safe from an econom ic crash 
so long as this debt rem ains the biggest single factor in our 
economic life.
